PUBLIC ACCOUNTING. 


Sir John Keane moved that the General 
Order, entitled the County Boards of Health 
Accounts, 1924, laid on the table 
on 20th inst. be annulled. He said that he 
claimed the distinction of being the first per- 
son to discover anything left on the table 
worthy of the notice of the House. (Laughter.) 
His object in bringing the motion forward was 
part of his campaign to try to get the Govern- 
ment to reform the public accounting system 
of the Free State. 

The examination of the forms of this order 
would show that they were extraordinarily 
complicated, and singularly unsuited for the 
purpose of control by account. From the 
accounting point of view they belonged to the 
stone age; they were utterly unscientific; 
they were complicated; they overlapped, and 
they failed to give information as to how the 
costs were moving weekly or monthly. His 
object was to ask the Minister for Local 
(Jovernment to institute an inquiry into all 
forms of accounting within his province. He 
did not suggest anything elaborate, just an 
inquiry by three experts, and. haying raised 
the matter thus in public he would ask. the 
leave of the House to withdraw his motion. 

This was granted. 

The House adjourned at one o'clock until 3 
p-m. on Wednesday next.

I told him I 
could not do that, whereupon I drew the 
chéque. in the ‘name of Darrell Figgis, and 
he endorsed it, receiving his money over the 
counter. He then asked if he should give me 
a cheque in return, stating that his cheque 
book was at his hotel. I told him this was 
not necessary, and that he could send the 
cheque to me from Dublin, but he never did 
this, neither did he ever at any subsequent 
occasion offer to refund it. 

“On May 3lst I allowed him to draw his 
first cheque for £25, as a monthly advance, 
on the account of Irish Developments, Ltd., of 
which he was then a provisional director.

A SALMON HATCHERY. 


(BY J. B. Ht.) 

N an open shelter are a series of long, 

| narrow boxes, into which a stream “of 

fresh water flows continuously, This 
is a -salmon hatchery, and here the baby 
salmon spend the first portion of their exist- 
ence. On lifting the cover of the first box 
some hundreds of: little ho resembling 
dried peas, may: be Te They are heavier 
than water, and are on shallow per- 
forated trays, over as Tos cold fresh 
water is always flowing. — Not?>very large, 
some twenty-five thotffand’ of them go to the 
gallon, They are moderately. tough and can- 
not easily be broken, although they are quite 
elastic. These are young salmon in their 
very earliest sta 

After about orty days a change is 
noticed; two black spots appear jn each 
egg: these are the eyes of the fature 
fish, which lies coiled up within. In about 
another fifty days, that is, about three 
months after spawning, the tails of the young 
fish break through, and shortly afterwards 
the egg-shell falls” away and the tiny creature 
comes out, The egg-shells are removed, as | 
well as any unfertile eggs, for if they were | 
allowed to decay they might infect the | 
others. ; 

The length of time an egg takes to hatch 
depends upon the temperature of the water. 
In water at a temperature of 41 to 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit. the eggs will hatch in the. time 
mentioned, but whee the water is.colder- the 
process is correspondingly delayed. 

The'-Alevins, as the: young fish are. now 
called, are so tiny that one of them could

“ON: BEING.. ARROGANT. 

(BY BENJAMIN. TROVATO.) 

HAD always believed myself to be a 
| timorous, unobtrusive and quite . modest 

person, not insensible that I possessed 
some small gifts, but under no delusion as to 
their magnitude or importance. I now learn 
that I am arrogant, and that my. arrogance 
fills with rage e souls of many with whom 
my lot is cast. ‘Reing of an enquiring dis- 
position, eager to know and not incuriougs to 
iscover my faults, I questioned those who 
accused me of arrogance and asked, if not 
for chapter and verse of my offending, at least 
for examples. But I could not be provided 
with examples. My arrogance evidently is 
too tenuous for * precise definition. My 
haughtiness,. apparently, is an aura which 
diffuses itself and wilts the too sentient 
beings in my neighbourhood. Also I’ have a 
glare. My glare, it seems, is of that baleful 
order which regards those whom it surveys 
as entomologist might an uninteresting 
and unattractive ingect. 

I am not conscious of this glare any more 

I am aware of my supposed arrogance. 
In my own soul I am, as I we said, a retir- 
ing and rather shy person.

Ichate to say it, but the only con- 
clusion, to which my mind “can bring itself 
is that. ‘ono in these people’s heart is either 
the conviction or the fear that in very truth 
they are insects and that I despise them for 
it, Now it may be that these people are 
riúsechfyal, but itis not true that I despise 
them, no. more than it is true that when a 
boy I was given to torturing flies or to bait- 
ing black-begtles. These things have their 
ase jn the universe, and even an insectival 
man has possibly a sou). 

I think that le who accuse others of 
being arrogant “in the indefinite way I speak 
of are ‘suffering from self-consciousness. ey 
are ‘not at ease with themselves, and are, 
therefore, a little impatient with ‘those who 
are, perhaps, even‘a little envious of them. 
I remember one good lady: who took umbrage 
go easily that one of my friends established 
what he called xa “Department of” Social 
Affronta ” to maintain diplomatic relations 
with her. Some little while afterwards I dis- 
covered that the lady was mortally offended 
by some trivial saying which, as it “happened, 
had no connection whatever with her. Í 
rallied my friend on the matter, and he said 
to me: “I have to give up the Depart- 
ment of Social Affronts. 
working overtime !’’ People who are not sure 
of themselves are always in need of the ser- 
vices of some such ministry. They inhabit 
what I call the electro-plated world, fearing 
that their plate will be tarnished and re- 
vealéd for what it is, and so ever ready to 
take offence when no man dreams of giving it. 
The only thing to be said for them is that 
they are a trifle better than those pachyder- 


matous oe wlio, when you have levelled 
at thew : deadliest., and. most -neatly 
phrased insult, “have spirit to resent it only for 
a moment, and next day come, if not to kiss 
the rod. at least to lick the boot which kicked 
them: It's a bad world!
